Jackson, Miss., September 12.—“This whole 
movement against the special warrants has 
been investigated by the national banks of 
this state,” said Governor Stone, when I 
called upon him, “It was their purpoge to 
buy up the whole issue at 90 certs on the 
jallar. They had already agreed among 
themselves, by correspondence, to fix that 
on them, and were trying to make 


Sanaa with the local officials to 
buy them up at that price. It was at that 
point that I instructed the county officers 
‘o pay par the currency they might have 
“ hand for tUfese warrants. This had the 
effect of maintaining the parity of the war- 


and took away from the bankers the 


profit they had hoped to make. Hence it 
was that they put themselves in communi- 
sion with the federal treasury depart-

“Hf felt indignant that I should have been 
called to tesk by an underling of the treas- 
ury department, and hence I wrote Sena- 
tor George to present the matter to Secre- 
tary Carlisle. This, has angered Hazen, 
whose purpose now is to insult the state 
icials of Mississippi.” 

The most galling feature, and one that is 
likely to grow in tmterest as the prosecu- 
tion proceeds, is the fact alluded to by the 
covernor that the United States treasury 
officials, in their arraignment of the execu- 
tive ministers of Mississippi, take no no- 
tice of their official character. 

Instead, their names are called as those 
of common malefactors who have been run 
down by the great skill of the treasury de- 
tectives. 

This is in marked contrast with the pre- 
cedents established, even under Andrew 
Johnson and Ulysses S. Grant, blatant as 
they both were on the subect of extreme 
loyalty. Treasury warrants have been is- 
sued in Mississippi before, without having 
called down upon the governor of the state 
the indignity of an arrest. The “Alcorn 
money,” at one time current in this state, 
is remembered as having been a much 
nearer approach to greenbacks than the 
treasury warrants now in dispute. In a 
letter to Mr. Edgar S. Wilson, of this city, 
ex-Governor Alcorn thus recalls the era of 
the money which bore his name. 

“I have observed with some surprise the 
controversy between Chief Hazen, of the 
secret service Givisfon of the treasury de- 
yartment, and the state of Mississippi, in 
the matter of its special warrants, claim- 
ing that the warrants were too similar to 
the government obligations. You are mis- 
taken in thinking that I had any controver- 
sy with the government regarding the war- 
rants with Musgrove’s vignette picture 


upon them, consequently the history is 
short. The legislature appropriated the 
money at my suggestion. I had the war- 


rants issued, which I designated ‘certifi- 
cates of indebtedness.” I was without 
money and without credit, and used these 
icates in order to carry on the state 
government. The officers of the state were 
all appointed by me, and held office subject 
to my will. I required them to use these 
certificates at par, instead of money. Thus 
they became current and were circulated 
freely in Memphis, as well as in Missis- 
sippi. 

“There was never any objection made to 
them,” continued the ex-governor, ‘‘because 
of their similarity to greenbacks. There 
Was at one time some talk of my being in- 
dicted for using them as cash. This I re- 
garded as idle talk, and paid no attention 
to it. The money served its purpose and 
passed freely, called ‘Alcorn money.’ The 
legislature, after I left the office, redeemed 
ail the outstanding certificates of indebt- 
edness, but what became of the plates I do

tion on the subject in his state, he con- 
sulted Mr. , the then attorney 
general of the United States. That able 
lawyer gave a written opinion declaring 
the constitutionality of the certificate un- 
doubted. With the federal ‘bayonet look- 
ing him in the face, Governor Patton was 
especially anxious not to expose himself to 
an issue with the federal authorities, and 
to make his course sure, consulted as to 
the legality of the certificates with several 
leading lawyers in Washington. Without 
a single exception they all concurred in the 
opinion of the attorney general, and the 
certificate was given to the public of Ala- 
bama on a sure footing of legality, which 
has remained unquestioned until today.’’ 

As explained in a previous article, Mis- 
 Sissippi is now working under a new consti- 
tution, the requirements of which change 
in some respects the raising of _ revenue, 
and impose new obligations, especially the 
immediate maintenance of a complete 
Public school system. It will take some: 
time to get all the machinery of the state 
accurately adjusted. A shortage of the 
necessary revenues, amounting to over 
$400,00, has occurred within. two. years. 
There is nothing alarming about this. Mis- 
sissippi is a wealthy state, and will find no 
difficulty in evening up her receipts with 
her expenditures in proper ‘time. 

The Plan Adopted. 

The state owes debts of her own creation 
to her own citizens. There were two plans 
of settlement open. 

1. To issue bonds, which certain financial 
gentiemen would take to New k or Bos- 
ton, and hawk about for a price which the 
sharks there would be willing to pay, and 
out of which those financial gentlemen 
would reap rich cammissions, or— 

2. Issue warrants in small denominations, 
Which could be paid out and pass current 
among the people, without loss from pre- 
mium or commission. 

The latter plan was adopted. The notes 
thus issued read: 

“Auditor’s Office, State of Mississippi.—To 
the state treasurer, Jackson Miss.— Pay to 
bearer the sum of $% on the Ist day of Jan- 
uary, A. D., 1896, with interggt at 3 per cent 
from date until maturity. Witness my hand 
and seal of office this 15th day of June, A. 
D., 1894. W. W. STONE, 

“Auditor of Public Accounts. 
“Registered by J.J.Evans, State Treasurer.” 

On the reverse side were the words: 

“State of Mississippi: Receivable for all 
debts due the state without interest, under 
act approved February 10th, A. D., 1894.” 

It is a little remarkable that the attention 
of the United States treasury department 
was Called to this new circulating medium 
by the president of the First National bank 
of Jackson, Dr. S. Carter. He wished to | 
know whether it was subject to the 10 per 
cent tax on state bank issues. This was 
after the banigs had failed to “bear” the 
warrant. The bigwigs up in Washington 
were forced to admit that it was not, but 
now that their attention had been called 
to it, they began rummaging around among 
the statutes to find some excuse under 
which to suppress the daring state of Mis- 
sissippi. If Mississippi was allowed to pass 
her small warrants current among her 
people, other states would follow, and in 
time Boston and the east might be shorn 
of their power in handling the debts of the 
union. 

It did not take long for Chief Hazen to 
discover that the typography of the “special 
warrants’ and “‘a government obligation”’ 
Was very tfruch alike. He notified Governor 
Stone that it was “an apparent violation of 
the United States law relating to the imi- 
tation of notes of national banks and of the 
United States.” 

An Indignant Governor. 

In response to this Governor Stone wrote 
Senator George, reciting the history of the 
issuance of the warrants, and sayine: 

“As it Was contemplated by the — gisla- 
ture that these special warrants shoud take 
the place of currency, and, of course, be 
very much in use and abused, it was mani- 
fest that a good bill, and convenient in size, 
and on good material, should be provided. 
As these warrants had also to remajn in 
circulation possibly for some months, before 
date of redemption, the likelihood of coun- 
terfeiting had to be considered. This dan- 
ger had to be avoided in the device and 
construction of the warrant. With a full 
knowledge, with all the facts before us, a 
contract Was made with the St. Louis Bank 
Note Company to furnish a warrant which 
would comply with all these prerequisites 
as far as possible. In arranging the devices 
for the plate, due and strict regard was 
had to the United States statute prohibiting 
too close an approximation in similarity 
to United Stateg currency. The St. Louis 
Bank Note Company is a reputable concern, 
thoroughly up in its business, and has 
made similar warrants for other states to 
be used in a similar manner,. which, so far 
as I know, have circulated without ques- 
tion. 

“Some time since the president of the 
First National bank, of this city, enclosed 
to the secretary of the treasury a $ war- 
rant, seeking to know whether or not the 
circulation of it carried with it any HMability 
for the 10 per cent tax imposed by the 
government on- other than national bank 
circulation. This brought the reply enclosed 
from Mr. Hazen, and provoked the enclosed 
letter to myself. 

“I regard,” writes the governor, warm- 
ing up to the subject, ‘“‘the action of Mr. 
Hazen as unwarranted and presumptuous 
in the extreme, and cannot think that 
either the comptroller or secretary of the 
treasury would give it hig endorsement. 
The idea that a penal statute, made to 
apply to criminal cases, where forgery and 
counterfeiting is sought to be prevented and 
punished, should be made applicable to the 
action of a statute of a state—especially 
where there was no warrant in fact for the 
conclusion reached by the detective of the 
government—is revolting to me. 

“IT enclose you herewith a warrant, each 
of the three denominations, for your in- 
spection and comparison, with the request 
that you take them at once to the secretary 
oft the treasury for his persona! inspection 
and judgment upon the question at issue. 
I shall ignore Mr. Hazen’s demands, as 
will also the auditor of public accounts, 
and he will continue to issue the warrants 
as required by the act of the legisia- 


ture.’”’ 


A Slap in the Face. 

And what was the reply to this spirited 
protest of Governor Stone against being 
treated as a common felon? 

Simply an order from the detective bureau 
of the government to be arrested and *hauled 
up before a United States commissidner as 
unceremoniously as if he were a counter- 
feiter, caught in the act of: molding pewter 
half dollars. 

In this case the soverign state of Missis- 
sippi had ordered the of special war- 
rants. The governor, the auditor and the 
state treasurer, in their official character, 
put into effect the will of the legislature. 
Instead of a remonstrance, officially ad- 
dressed, by the president of the United 
States to his “good cousin,” the governor 
of Mississtppi,-came a letter from a detec-” 
tive of criminals, calling upon the governor,

passing over this question of dignity he ex- 
pressed himself content if he could but 
get the ear of the great man’s secretary. 
He pleaded his official positidn, anu the 
fact that hé was but executing the mandate 
of the state. But even Secretary Carlisle 
was too strongly. entrenched in a high place 
to acknowledge the existence of a mere 
governor, and the prosecution of the case 
Was turned over to the bailiff, Hazen, who 
Was standing out of doors, with his hat in 
hand. 
A Charge of Felony. 

And the result! A secret detective appears 
before Commissioner Mosely, in this city, 
and swears out a felony—against cne J. 
M. Stone charging him with issuing and 
executing notes in counterfeit of those of 
the United States. All official position is 
ignored, and the spectacle is presented cf 
the governor of a great state being called 
upon by some cad who holds a position as @ 
detective or a deputy marshal. 

If such an ignoring of the existence of 
@ sovereign state of the union hac been 
made by President Johnson when Governor 
Patton, of Alabama, circulated his treasury 
notes, the pages of history wovd have 
been hot with indignation. if Y*-esident 
Grant had invaded the sovereignty of Mis- 
sissippi when Governor Alcorn issued his 
certificates of indebtedness, all the hissing 
of serpents described by Thompson would 
not have been equal to the denunciition he 
would have received. It is feit here hy 
those who care to speak that 'n this pres- 
ent transaction the state of Mississippi has 
been insulted by those who should have 
respected her honor and dignity. There are 
those who vent themselves agulnst Chief 
Detective Hazen. 

The trial of these cases will tale p'ace 
at the November term of court, and Lids 
fair to excite national intervst.

Denunciation of Colonel Owens and 
His Friends. 

Lexington, 4 September 12.—The 
Breckinridge executive committee, consist- 
ing of four or five strong friends of the 
colonel from each one of the counties in 
the district, met here this afternoon, and 
after a long conference, issued a manifesto 
to the democratic voters of the Ashland 
district, in which they say “the district 
committee by its actions on last Saurday 
has effectually blocked the game which 
the expert candidate from Scott (Owens) 
and his organization have been preparing 
to play in the approaching primary.’’ 

‘For the first time in Kentucky,’’ says the 
circular, ‘‘a contestant for a ‘democratic 
nomination, driven to desperation by the 
demonstrated strength of his opponent, 
has shamelessly allowed to be proclaimed, 
through his mouthpieces everywhere, that 
participation in the primary involved no 
obligation in honor to support the nominee 
if it should be his opponent.

ALL THE EVIDENCE IN, 


Henson’s Case Has Been Given to the 
Jury. ‘ 

Chattanooga, Tenn., September 12.—(Spe- 
cial.)}—Contrary to expectations, the testi- 
mony in the Henson trial was concluded to- 
day and the case went to the jury tonight. 
The courtroom was crowded all day with a 
curious crowd anxious for more of the 
salacious. stuff turned out Tuesday. But 
they were disappointed. 

If all the testimony as given Tuesday 
was published the newspaper giving it space 
would be excluded from the mails. 

Great speeches were maile on each side 
today, but they were all brief. Attorney 
General Donaldson opened for the state and 
was followed by James H. Bible.

WHERE HANGING WOULD DO GoopD. 


A Young Man in Virginia Murders a 
Negro Woman. 

Richmond, Va., September 12.—A Surrey 
Ccurthouse special to The Dispatch says 
that about one week ago, Mr. C. L. Brock, 
a young man of high standing in the com- 
munity here, and about twenty-one years 


old, made improper advances toward a 
young negro girl, aged ten years. The girl 
lived with her aunt, Alice’ Bates, about 


three miles from the home of Brock. The 
girl became very much frightened at the 
conduct of Brock, and he soon desisted, buf 
he told her that if she told any one about 
what he had done he would Kill her. When 
the girl's aunt came home, she told her 
about it. Brock had gone to a mill after 
a load of lumber, and when he came back 
the girl's aunt attacked him about his 
behavior. Brock said to her, as he drove 
off: “This is the last I ever want to- hear of 
this.’”’ 

On Monday morning, ne heard that Alice 
Bates had been talking about his conduct, 
and would probably get out a warrant for 
his arrest. This so enraged Brock. that 
he saddled his horse and rode over to the 
house of the Bates woman. He found her 
at work in the fodder field and went up to 
her and said: 

“I thought I told you that I did not want 
to hear any more from that matter,” at 
the same time drawing his pistol. The wo- 
man became alarmed and started to run, 
whereupon Brock fired. She fell, then 
Brock ran up to her and shot-her four times 
while on the ground. The first shot proved 
fatal. 

Brock has not ben seen since the shoot- 
ing. There is a good deal of excitement 
and there is no telling what the outcome 
will be if he is caught. 


CONTINUOUS FIGHTING 


Between the Japanese and the Chinese. 
Disease Among the Troops. 
London, September 12.--A special dispatch 
to The Times from Shangaai says that 
native advices received on Sunday from the 
front are to the effect that there is con- 
tinuous long-distance fighting between the 
Chinese and Japanese troops, who are 
separated by the Kimichim river. No de- 
cisive result has followed the engagements.

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TrafMc Men to Hold Their Annual Meeting 
in Atlanta. 


COTTON RATES TO BE ADJUSTED, 


Colonel J. W. Thomas Re-elected Preside n 
ofthe Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis—Other News of the Rail. 


All the kings of southern railwapy traffic 
will be in Atlanta next Tuesday. 

They are coming for ‘the purpose of hold- 
ing the most important meeting .of. the 
times, at which the cotton traffic in all its 
phases will come up for discussion, inves- 
tigation and adjustment for the ensuing sea- 


son. 

’ Attendance at this meeting will not be 
confined to the members of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association. There 
will be representatives of every railroad 
south of the Ohio river and east of the 
Mississippi here, and there will be more 
important matters under consideration than 
were ever brought up by railroad men of 
this section, perhaps. 

Times have changed since last season and 
the cotton question, viewed from the stand- 
point of railroad men, takes on new inter- 
est and concern. Last year there was & 
dullness of traffic and a depression in gen- 
eral railway business, such as had the ef- 
fect to make the managers of southern rail- 
road properties tremble .in their boots as 
to the dangers that were threatened. They 
held a meeting and adopted the system of 
apportionment, just as they had done the 
geason before, but this was about all for 
them to do at the time. 

Earnings have picked up very pleasingly 
within the past few months and the railroad 
men who are to gather in this city next 
week will have far brighter faces than they 
had a year ago when they met to take 
in hand the adjustment of the cotton ques- 
tion. 

In the first place, there is a great crop 
ahead, and the railroad people all know 
that they are going to have their hands 
full this seson handling it as fast as it is 
loaded from the compress and warehouse. 
The traffic men of many of the leading lines 
predict that the crop will be far in ad- 
vance of last year and they have already 
gone to work cafiig in their freight cars 
from the sidetracks and hospitals for the 
purpose or putting them to the service 
the abundant harvest throughout the 
south this year will demand. 

Nothing has yet been done by the south- 
ern roaGs with respect to the rate schedules 
on cotton this season. This is one of the 
important matters to be settled by the meet- 
ing next Tuesday. It is not thought that 
the failure of nfany of the leading lines to 
enter the agreement of the Southern Rail- 
way and Steamship Association for another 
term will have any significance in the shap- 
ing of the schedule of rates for the ensuing 
season, though it may develop at the com- 
ing meeting that slight changes will be pro- 
posed by these roads. 

“As a matter of fact,” said Commissioner 
Stahlman yesterday, to a representative of 
The: Constitution, “the rates this season 
so far have been better preserved than I 
have ever known them. The roads that did 
not come into the association at the recent 
meeting in New York l have every reason 
to believe will do just as they have always? 
done as fiembers. I believe they, will act 
“in perfect harmony with the roads of the 
association—the roads that did come in. 
Indeed, I know that the trafie men of the 
lines that stayed out have been very will- 
ing up to this time to give us every possi- 
ble co-operation that we could ask. 

To Apportion the Crop. 

There may be a squabble at the meeting 
to be held next Tuesday over the question 
of how much each of the roads is entitled 
to in case the apportionment plan is adopt- 
ed for, the handling of the cotton crop, 
though Commissioner Stahiman says he 
thinks the matter will be settled harmoni- 
ously. 

Last year the roads entered the apportion- 
ment agreement, but there was consider- 
able quarreling later in the season when the. 
question of how much each line should han- 
dle came to be settled. 

When the roads enter the agreement it 
is within the power of the board of arbitra- 
tion of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association to fix the amount each 
of them shall haul during the season. If 
the cotton crop is estimated at so many 
bales, each road is allowed to handle dur- 
ing the season a certain percentage of that 
estimate, the percentage being based upon 
the average amount the road has hauled 
for several seasons past, in comparison 
with other roads. 

In this way, a very fair and equitable di- 
vision of the crop can be arrived at, and 
when this has been done, the danger of 
@ disastrous rate war during the season 
over the cotton traffic is utterly precluded. 

The railroads of the south have already 
practically determined to sign the ap- 
portionment agreement for the season, and 
the meeting next Tuesday will take in hand 
the settlement of percentages of the crop 
that ought to be given this road and that: 

Besides the cotton question in all of its 
manifold phases, other matters of impor- 
tance will be up for the consideration of 
the traffic men. It will be a very ‘signifi- 
cant meeting.

In Refusing to Answer Questions 
Which Would Incriminate Them. 

Chicago, September 12.—At the opening of 
court this morning in the American Rail- 
way Union contempt cases, Judge Woods 
ruled finally on the question of whether the 
defendants should be required to produce 
their documents and constitution in court. 
Judge Woods said: “As the American Rail- 
way Union seems to be a voluntary associ- 
ation, I will hold that each member is part 
owner of these papers as much as the de- 
fendants and will not order them pro- 
duced.’’ 

James Conniff, a Western Union telegraph 
messenger, resumed the stand. He identi- 
fled his delivery sheet for June 30th and 
pointed out on it a telegram he said he de- 
livered to Mr. Debs. 

Gus Wahlers identified all the defendants 
present in the court as men he had seen 
when delivering telegrams at the American 
Railway Union haedquarters. Mr. Debs 
was absent, but the boy described him as 
a thin man “without any beard and a gray 
suit on.”’ 

Several messengers testified to having de- 
livered telegrams to the defendants. 

Fred Miller swore he delivered four tele- 
grams to Debs July 9th, and William Ham- 
ilton saw Debs give several telegrams to 
the Revere house operator to sénd. 

James Clarke, one of the attaches at the 
American Railway Union headquarters and 
an ex-director, testified “he receipted for 
several telegrams in the name of E. V. 
Debs. ClarKe said he had never seen any 
of the defendants dictate or write tele- 
grams of a business character. The gov- 
ernment expected much of this witness, but 
he told little. When asked his employment 
previous to the strike he said: “I have been 
hounded by a lot of understappers of rail- 


roads until I can’t get a job and I wouldn't | 


care to answer that question, if the court 
pleases.’’ 
The court ruled that he need not answer. 
L. P. Benedict, Debs’s private secretary, 
was next called to the stand: He declined 


to ahswer any questions in regard to his} 


connection with the American Railway 
Union, on the ground that it would tend to 
incriminate him. In this he was sustaine’& 
by the court, who said in ruling on the 
question that the witness need not tell even 
the slightest thing, as it might form a link 
in a chain to incriminate him. On this the 
witness was excused from the stand. 

The government received still another set- 
back when Judge Woods sustained the 
next witness, James Hogan, one of the re- 
spondents, in refusing to answer any ques- 
tion whatever without conferring with his 
counsel. : 

Attorney’ Walker wished to cross-examine 
the witness on his answer to the original 
petition, but Judge Woods would not permit 
it. A legal discussion followed, the court 
remaining firm, notwithstanding Attorney 
Walker tried hard to change his decision.

“Your committee feels constrained to 
call the attention of the national encam- 
ment to the fact that a large part of the 
appropriation made by the fifty-second con- 
gress for the payment of pensions for the 
year ending June 30, 1894, was unused and 
turned back into the treasury, while hun- 
dreds of thousands of unadjudicated claims 
remained pending in the pension bureau. 
At the same time, credit is claimed on 
behalf of congress and the administration 
upon the grounds that the aggregate ap- 
propriations Rave been reduced, yet it 
appears that the only reduction made has 
been effected by cutting down the appro- 
priation for pensions so that union veter- 
ans alone feel the effects of this spirit of 
economy. 

“It is a significant fact that, while a 
period of seventeen years elapsed between 
the ending of our war with Mexico and 
the close of the war of the union, yet the 
amount now expended for the pensioning 
of the soldiers of the Mexican war is in- 
creasing, whilé the amount expended far 


pensioning the union veterang is diminish- 


ing. 

‘We feel compelled to say that there is 
evidently, both on the part of the admin- 
istrative and legislative departments, a 
feeling of hostility to our worthy and suffer- 
ing comrades, the wards of the nation, 
who bore the heat and burden of battle— 
a feeling which certainly should not exist 
in a country saved by their devotion. 

“While the Grand Army of the Republic 
is pledged to ‘purity in public affairs,’ and 
will, therefore, sympathize and co-operate 
with any and all proper efforts at economy. 
to the end that all public burdens may be 
reduced to the minimum, we view with 


extreme regret that false econdmy which, 


Shaves and pares to the quick at the ex- 
pense of honor, justice and patriotism. 

“We insist upon an honest, patriotic con- 
struction and administration of existing 
pension laws, and that every just claim 
shall be speedily settled so that whatever 
is found due shall be paid while the appli- 
cant is alive to receive it. 

“We are confident that the loyal senti- 
ments of the country will condemn a 
policy that attempts to recuperate the pub- 
licp treasury at the expense largely of the 
slender purses of our disabled heroes, 
widows and orphans.”’ 

The adoption of the report was moved 
and seconded by a dozen voices from the 
body of the house.

Chairman Clay Has Received His Letter 
Withdrawing from the Committee. 
The resignation of Mr. Marion W. Har- 
ris as a member of the democratic execu- 
tive committee has been received by Chair- 
man Clay. 3 
‘There is very little to say about the mat- 
ter,” said Chairman Clay yesterday. “Mr. 
Harris wrote simply that he did mot agree 
with the committee in certain actions it 
had taken and he thought it best, therefore, 
that he should resign.” _ 
“He referred to the action on the populist 
request: as to election managers?” , 
“Yes, that was it. And on that let me 
say that the action of the committee has 
not been clearly stated. Nothing was said 
and nothing was done that could be con- 
strued in a decision by the committee that 
the populists should not have any élection 
managers. That was not it at all. The 
committee simply held that as a committee 
it had no authority to provide for mana- 
gers of elections. The laws of the state 
provide for the elections and the elective 
machinery. Under the law each county 
settles the matter of election officers, and 
the executive committee has nothing to do 
with the management of the elections or 
the appointment of managers. The com- 


| mittee took the stand that the laws of the 


state are ample and sufficient, and as all 
parties have heretofore acquiesced in them 
and there has been no cause for complaint 
as to the fairness of elections in Georgia, 
there was no reason for the committee in- 
terfering. 

“The law provides that a justice of the 
peace and two freeholders, or three free- 
holders, shall be selected at each slection 
precinct as managers. This has been done 
heretofore and will be done hereafter. The 
committee was not opposed to the populists 
being represenfed by managers—not at all; 
it simply held that -it had no authority to 
say who should manage the eléctions. The 
gentlemen comprising the committee sim- 
ply held that the wisest thing to do was 
to leave the matter where it had been, and 
not interfere with the home rule granted 
the counties by law.”’ 

Chairman Berner, of the campaign com- 
mittee, endorsed this statement of the com- 
.mittee’s action. This was the stand he 
took in the committee when the matter 
was before it. 

Mr. Marion Harris is a young lawyer of 
Macon. He was a candidate for member- 
ship on the executive committee to repre- 
sent the sixth district, but was defeated. 
Then, at the request of the Bibb delega- 
tion, he was put on as a member from the 
state at large by Chairman Clay. 


JAMES AND HAM. 


The District Attorney Has Something 
to Say About Watson.

In their statement of the points at issue, 
the ship brokers say: ‘An impression pre- 
vails that the reduction in the cost of 
loading steamers, which agents and brokers 
insist on is intended to swell their own 
profits. This is not so, they require this 
reduction in order to be enabled to com- 
pete with neighboring ports, and the differ- 
ence of about 20 cents is stink in the rate 
of freight. At the reduction, they are en- 
abled to secure a_ legitimate ghare of the 
business for @his port. If they were to 
employ labor on the terms prevailing twelve 
months ago, the bulk of the business 
“would be diverted to other directions, as a 
difference of 1 cent per hundred pounds 
or about 5 cents per bale, will frequently 
divert cotton from the leading interior 
points to other ports. The ship brokers 
show, by rates quoted that the rate per 
hundred weight on cotton fs less now than 
it was when the cost of stevedoring was 45 
cents a bale. They figure now that the 
Stevedoring costs about 30 cents a bale, 
which, they say, makes an average differ- 
ence of 3 cents per hundred. The rates, of 
course, vary, according to’ the point to 
which the cotton is shipped; but, accord- 
ing to the quotations, they have been ma- 
terially reduced. 


BACK TO BEER. 


Some of the Athenians Want to Try 
Barrooms -Again. 

Athens, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)—The 
meeting of the council tonight turned 
itself into a discussion of the dispensary 
law. It was proposed to try barrooms for 
two years and return to prohibition then 
if they didn’t prove satisfactory. 

Mayor H. C. Tuck, in response to calls, 
took the floor and scored the dispensary 
and its management in a scathing manner 
and asserted that its affairs had not been 
carried out there as provided for by law. 
He said the dispensary was a delusion and 
@ snare. 

Mr. W. A. Jester followed in a red-hot 
prohibition speech and called upon the 
other side to point out the truth of their 
charge. Mr. E. I. Smith made some perti- 
nent remarks on the prohibition side of the 
question and Mr. J. B. Toomer on the 
other side. Mr. T. W. Reed followed in a 
speech in favor of the dispensary and pro- 
hibition. Hon. H. H. Carlton spoke 
against the dispensary. The suggestion 
was made that the sale of beer be allowed. 
It was decided by the meeting to request 
the dispensary and anti-dispensary faction 
to appoint each a committee of five to meet 
and see if they could come to some settle- 
ment of the question and avoid a conflict. 
The committees will be appointed and will 
get together, but the outlook does not 
promise a setilement. 

Opening of Schools. 

The schools and colleges-here are opening 
under most flourishing auspices. 

The city schools opened a few days since 
with over 1,200 scholars and the atten- 
dance will run over 1,600 durimg the year. 

The Home school for young ladies opened 
yesterday with a fine attendance. This is 
the school managed by Mme. and Miss Sos- 
nowski and which has gained a great repu- 
tation for its efficiency and good work. 

Lucy Cobb institute opened today with a 
large attendance, and Miss Rutherford the 
efficient principal, is well pleased with the 
outlook. Over 125 scholars are already in 
attendance. 

Three new teachers are now at the in- 
stitute. Mrs. Lilllam Winfield and daugh- 
ter, of St. Louis, Mo., have charge of the 
vocal musical classes and Miss Givendolyn 
Clark, of Cincinnati, has charge of the in- 
strumental music classes.

TESTING THE LAW. 


South Carolina’s Supreme Court Is 
Hearing Two Dispensary Cases. 
Columbia, 8S. C., September 12.—(Special.) 
The supreme court met in extra session 
today and heard argument in two dispen- 
Sary cases, directly involving the consti- 
tutionality of the act of 1893. The argu- 
ments are not half completed and the 
hearing will «be continued tomorrow. The 
first case is known as the Aiken dispensary 
case and comes up from a decision by Cir- 
cuit Judge Aldrich, declaring the law un- 
constitutional. The second case is on a 
petition from Melchers and F. W. Jessur, 
of Charleston, asking for a permanent in- 
junction against the state dispenser, Trax- 
ler, restraining him from exercising the 
functions of his office and against the state 
freasurer, restraining him from paying 
drafts on the treasury drawn by Dispenser 
Traxler. In his return to the petition in 
this last named case, the attorney general 

says: 

“They deny that petitioners or those 
united with them have suffered injuries 
or are about to suffer injuries from the op- 
eration of the said act of 1893; and, on the 
contrary, allege that the operation of the 
said act has conferred and will continue 
to confer great benefits upon them and 
upon all the law-abiding citizens of the 
state in the way of- rescuing the people 
and especially its youth, from the corrupt- 
ing and demoralizing influences of the 
liquor saloon. The petitioners complain 
as taxpayers, but on their own showing 
the moneys, the disbursement of which 
they seek to restrain, are not the proceeds 
of taxation, but derived from the sale of 
liquors by the state.” 


SWUNG TO A TREE. 


A Negro Lynched in Florida for As- 
saulting a White Girl. 

Starke, Fla., September 12.—A negro 
named Jim Smith was lynched near here 
early this morning by masked men. The 
negro had attempted to assault Miss Wiley, 
a young girl. Sunday night the negro en- 
tered Miss Wiley’s room, while the family 
were at church, and hid under the bed. 
After the girl had retired the negro crawled 
out and attempted the assault. Miss Wiley 
screamed and her father ran in and recog- 
nized the negro. The negro escaped but he 
was captured this morning, and while being 
taken to jail, a mob overpowered the offi- 
cers and swung the brute to a convenient 


tree.

OR, CHAPMAN WRITES A CARD 


He Makes Sundry Charges Against the 
Management ofthe Bank Which Is 
Now ina Receivership. 


Cedartown, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)— 
This community is deeply stirred over re- 
cent developments in the failure of the 
First National bank, which occurred more 
than a year ago. Mr. J. O. Hardwick, who 
was cashier of the bank, has been indicted 
for forgery. He asserts that he is being 
maliciously persecuted. His friends claim 
that he will come out all right. 

Dr. W. A. Chapman furnishes the follow- 
ing card tonight for The Constitution: 

Dr. Chapman Attacks Hardwick. 

“Cedartown, Ga., September 12.—Editor 
Constitution: Tie card of J. O. Hardwick, 
in today’s Chattanooga Times, following 
the sensational finding of two true bills 
against the said Hardwick, former cashier 
of the First National bank of Cedartown, 
for forgery, and the subsequent personal at- 
tack made by Hardwick upon myself has 
agair stirred up affairs and set’ the cu- 
rious talking. The facts are briefly as fol- 
lows: 

‘In 1889 the First National bank of Cedarf- 
town was organized by the firm of Hard- 
wick & Co., and a few of the citizens of 
the town.The capital stock at that time 
was $50,000. The Hardwicks subscribed for 
and had issued to themselves a majority of 
the stock. In 1891 the capital stock was 
increased to $75,000 and the same proportion 
of the stock was issued to the Hardwicks. 
J. O. Hardwick, who had been manager of 
the banking firm of Hardwick &.Co., was 
elected cashier. His father, C. L. Hardwick, 
of Cleveland, Tenn., was elected president. 
Cashier J. O. Hardwick has had from the 
beginning the entire control and manage- 
ment of the business to its failure. A little 
over a year ago the First National bank of 
Cedartown failed and a real sensation was 
the result at the time. A receiver was 
appointed and an investigation was begun 
into the business methods and causes which 
led to the break. An expert accountant 
was put to work upon the books and after 
laboring industriously and zealously for 
several months he was able to make a 
report which, to say the least, was start- 
ling to the stockholders. Among the things 
shown which were crooked was the fact 
that that the stock subscribed and issued 
to the Hardwicks was never actually paid 
for, but on the other hand that they pre- 
tended to pay for the stock by a lot of 
paper, notes, etc., past due to the old firm 
of Hardwick & Co., and which were worth- 
less and notoriously insolvent at the time 
the Hardwicks endorsed the same to the 
First National bank. : 

Dividends Were Paid. 

‘When the failure occurred, this endorse- 
ment was repudiated by the Hardwicks and 
J. O. Hardwick asserted at the time that 
he had done this without authority. Dur- 
ing the life of the First National bank sev- 


eral annual dividends were declar- 
ed andi paid. The report of the 
expert examiner shows that these 
insolvent papers were carried all the 


time, and that the cash paid for the so- 
called devidends was derived from the 
money paid for the issue of stock on de- 
posits. It (the report) also shows that 
when the United States bank examiner 
made an examination a large amount of 
cash was in the vaults and that immediate- 
ly after the cash had disappeared. Espe- 
cial attention was directed to a great many 
transactions questionable in themselves and 
violating every true business principle of 
banking, and upon which no light could be 
obtained from the peculiar method of book- 
keeping used by the cashier. This, expert 
report was not completed or received by 
the stockholders, at whose instance it was 
undertaken, until last February, too late 
for action to be taken at the February 
term of Polk superior court, which was at 
that time in session. 

‘‘A short while before the failure in July, 
1893, the cashier was instrumental in effect- 
ing a sale of the stock of the bank owned 
by some of his family, representing that 
the stdck was actually worth 114, when, as 
is shown by the expert’s report, the affairs 
of the bank were hopelessly involved and 
insolvent at the time. In the fall of 1892 
the cashier made such flattering represen- 
tations of the excellent condition of the 
bank to me that { was led to secure the 
endorsement of a friend on paper, and thus 
involved him. Instances of the crookedness 
were multiplied in almost every paragraph 
of the report. But as most of these were 
matters directly in violation of the national 
banking law, no action had been begun in 
the state courts or investigations by the 
county grand jury. But among the many 
criminal acts several were proper for inves- 
tigation by the county grand jury. The at- 


tention of the jury was called to 
some of these by myself, and 
the result was two  0Obills’_ for for- 
gery, making four indictments now 


against him for the same offense of for- 
gery, two having been found by former 
grand juries. 

Used Brass Kunucks. 

“When the ex-cashier learned of the two 
true bills he immediately began to cry per- 
secution and put on his war paint. Arm- 
ing himself with a pair of brass knucks, he 
sought me and made an assault upon me, 
but without inflicting any bodily harm. 
The city had both of us before the mayor, 
and upon investigation I was discharged. 
Hardwick plead guilty. It is too late in 
the day for Mr. Hardwick to try to work 
up sympathy by a false cry of persecution, 
for it is too well known that the stock- 
holders were all personal friends, and only 
have after long. suffering and patience de- 
cided to move in this matter. It is too late 
for him to try to create the impression, or 
to get any one to believe him, where the 
facts are known, that the solictor general 
is lending his office to his persecution, for 
it is well known that prior to the expose 
of his dishonest methods and wreck of the 
bank that Solic'ttor General A. Richardson 
was one of his close personal friends. Mr. 
Hardwick now cries persecution, and says 
he wants the bright sunlight of heaven on 
his acts, yet he has heretofore used every 
influence of his position in the church, city 


and social circles to ward off any 
investigation. But now, when his 
forgeries, false entries, misrepresen-

Fifty-Eight Executions Without Any 
Trial. 

London, September 12.—A dispatch from 
Paris says: ‘‘Montevideo advices of Sep- 
tember llth say that fifty-eight Brazilians 
were executed last spring on President 
Peixoto’s orders, without the semblance of 
a trial. They were arrested on April 2ist 
and were executed on the morning of April 
2th, at the fortress of Santa Cruz, harbor 
of St. Catarina. An even larger number of 
respectable citizens had been shot under 
similar circumstances in Security bay.

Carlisle authorized the official announce- 
ment today that he would not pay any 
sugar bounty earned, but unpaid when the 
new tariff bill went into effect August 
29th. The secretary's refusal to pay these 
sugar bounty claims will be based upon 
the clause in the new tariff bill repealing 
the sugar bounty provisions of the Me- 
Kinley law, which concludes as follows: 
“And hereafter it shall be unlawful to Is- 
Sue any license to produce sugar or to 
pay any bounty for the production of sugar 
of any kind under this act.’

The Macon Telegraph, which, in com- 
mon with a few other newspapers, is 
engaged in the effort to popularize the 
financial views of John Sherman in a 
somewhat modified form, endeavors to 
auswer the facts and arguments, which

Wwe press upon its attention from time } 


to time, by declaring that The Consti- 
tution sympathizes with the purposes 
of the populists on the financial ques- 
tion. 

This is not a very complete answer 
to any fact or argument on the silver 
question, so far as we can see. The de- 
mands for an honest and economical ad- 
ministration of the government, and for 
an income tax are both democratic 
The demand for the free coinage of 
silver would be democratic if it did not 
include a demand for a fixed ratio in 
advance of knowledge of the effect that 
free coinage at 16 to 1 would have on 
the commercial value of silver bullion. 
The maintenance of a lower ratio by 
France for seventy years is pretty 
strong evidence that the reopening of 
our mints to silver at the ratio of 16 to 
1 would equalize the legal and commer- 
cial values of silver. As The Macon 
Telegraph pays no attention to the facts 
of history and the logical deductions 
that are to be made from them, we shall 
not press the point. 

We presume that our contemporary ¢ 
agrees with the democrats and popu- 
lists with respect to honesty and econo- 
my in the management of affairs, and 
with respect to the income tax; but it 
agrees with neither on the silver ques- 
tion, its views being a sort of modified 
form of those which John Sherman 
and the republicans have been trying 
to impress on the people. 

We do not know in what direction the 
editor of The Telegraph has pursued 
his financial studiesy nor what authori- 
ties he depends on if we are to shut out 
John Sherman as an authority. The 
Telegraph thinks The Constitution be- 
lieves in fiat money, because “it is fair 
to infer from its arguments that it be- 
lieves the government can create money 
at its will in quantities to suit the needs 
of the time.” Does our contemporary 
think the government can create money 
at all? If it can create money at all, 
it can create it at will. But the ques- 
tion is, can the government create mon- 
ey? The ablest financial writers the 
world has known say that money is the 
unique creation of government. The 
Telegraph may not believe this; .we 
suspect that it does not; but if it will 
put on its thinking cap it will readily 
perceive that if the government can 
create money at all, it can create it at 
will. We have seen the power of the 
government to create money seized upon 
by John Sherman and his fellow con- 
spirators and used to destroy money, 
and from this seizure the country is 
still snffering and will continue to suf- 
fer until a remedy is applied. 

We think, too, that if the editor of 
The Telegraph will reflect over the mat- 
ter, he will be able to see that all the 
value that money has, as money, is its 
exchangeable value, and that this ex- 
changeable value is imparted to it by 
legislation, not by creating the value, 
but by creating a demand for it. 

But before The Telegraph goes deeply 
into the study of this question, we ad- 
vise it to give its attention to the POs 
litical situation in this state.

If Mr. P. C. Oglesby is not mistaken 
in his facts about the Howard case in 
Cuba, printed in yesterday’s Constitu- 
tion, the case calls for the interference 
of our government.

This beats any previous year. The 
number of killed and of those who died 
from their injuries amounts to 7,346, and 
of the killed 2,727 were railroad em- 
ployes, of whom 644 were killed by fall- 
ing from trains or locomotives, while 
433 met their deaths coupling or un- 
coupling cars. One out of every 320 em- 
ployes was killed, and among engineers 
one in every 115. A writer who has 
closely examined the commission’s re- 
port says: 

The number of employes killed and in- 
jured, 34,456, makes one-twentieth of those 
employed actively on the ‘roads. The 
chances, therefore, of an employe being 
killed or crippled any year is one in twentw 
and if he continues in the service twenty 
years he is fortunate if he escapes death 
or serious injury. Among some classes the 
chance of injury is even greater; one in 
eight of the freight brakemen being killed 
or crippled annually. Of the other persons 
injured by the railroads, 4,320 are killed out- 
right, and 5,435 injured. This high rate of 
mortality among them, as compared with 
the wounded, is very striking. There are 
12 employes injured to 1 killed, and the 
proportion of killed among  passen- 
gers is 1 to UH, but with “‘oth- 
er persons’ the killed and wounded 
are about the same, These victims are 
largely trespassers, tramps, persons who 
make “short cuts’ along the track, and 
those slain at the grade crossings. ‘ 
It is a well-known fact that there is 
no such heavy loss of life in any other 
country, and there is no good reason 
why we should have it here, Grade 
crossings, train brakes and automatic 
couplers would save thousands of lives 
every year, and the federal and state 
railroad commissions. should - require 
every road to adopt them. Money spent

The Panama Canal. 

If the proposed Nicaragua canal con- 
tinues to be neglected by congress it 
is possible that the Panama scheme will 
be carried through. 

A new Company has been organized in 
France and the sum of $13,000,000 is 
in sight as a starter for the work. The 
original design has been modified and 
no attempt will be made to dig an ocean 
level canal. The lock system will be 
adopted, and it is estimated that the 
work can be completed at an additional. 
cost of $100,000,000, 

The net annual income of the canal 
will be, it is said, about $10,000,000 a 
year. Several great financial associa- 
tions are interested in the enterprise, 
and if they undertake to float $100,000- 
000 of new bonds they will probably suc- 
ceed. 

Of course, the Nicaragua route is the 
best one. It presents fewer engineering 
difficulties, and if our government will 
endorse the bonds of the company the 
canal can be completed in a very few 
years. But our delay in the matter is 
improving the prospects of the rival en- 
terprise. Two canals are not needed, 
and if the French succeed with their 
project it will kill the other. A water- 
way between the two oceans under the 
control of France will discriminate 
against our interests. Moreover, it will 
very likely lead to warfare. Whenever 
any European power gets into a row 
with France it will make an dttempt to 
seize and hold the canal, and our gov- 
ernment will then find it necessary to 
take a hand in the quarrel. 

We are more interested than any 
other nation in this business, and we 
should give the Nicaragua enterprise a 
strong backing and go ahead with it. 
The south is especially interested in 
the matter, and every southern con- 
gressman should give it his attention.

How to Stop Lynching 

Virginia is in a fair way to get rid of 
the evils of lynch law. In Caroline 
county the other day a negro who had 
feloniously assaulted a seven-year-old 
white girl was indicted, tried, convicted 
and sentenced to be hanged, and the 
whole business occupied only twenty- 
four hours, , 

Sure and swift justice is the solution 
of the lynching problem. Every south- 
ern state should make provision for the 
speedy trial of rapists. The law should 
provide for immediate and special terms 
of court, and the supreme court judges 
should also be required to convene and 
hear the appeals in this class of cases 
without delay. When our people see 
the law expeditiously administered they 
will give up lynching. The reason why 
they sometimes take justice into their 
own hands in rape cases is because they 
are afraid that the defendants will se 
cure perhaps two or three new trials and 
prolong their cases until some of the 
witnesses are dead and finally escape. 
Once assure them that in such cases 
the courts will drop all other business 
and railroad the offenders to the gal- 
lows, when they are guilty, and Judge 
Lynch will retire from the field. 

Such a reform in our criminal proce- 
dure would be in line with the methods 
of other enlightened countries. Santo’s 
head was cut off within a few weeks 
after he assassinated Carnot.

Piaces in this school are eagerly sought 
by deserving girls, and it is to be regret- 
ted that they have to be turned away 
for want of accommodations. The legis- 
lature could not do a better thing at ‘its 
next session than to make a small ap- 
propriation that will increase the facili- 
ties of this school and thus extend its 
usefulness, If our girls want to learn 
occupations that will make them inde- 
pendent and self-supporting we should 
aid them in every possible way.

HOW WAS THE COMMITTEE NAMED. 


How Provision Was Made fora Committes 
to Go to the Encampment—How tne 
Money Was Appropriated. 


Hon. W. R. Dimmock, member of the 
city council from the fourth ward, and 
Captain J, C, Hendrix, once a member of 
council from that ward, are in Pittsburg 
attending the Grand Army encampment, 

it is likely that when they return they 
will find a swarm of about cheir heads, 

And it all comes out of the fact that the 
gentlemen went to Pittsburg on money 
drawn from the city treasury, and which 
found its way into the treasury from the 
taxpayers’ pockets. 

Last January when it was thought that 
Atlanta would make an attempt to secure 
the encampment of the Grand Army of the 
Republic in 189%, Mr. Harman, of he sixth 
ward, introduced @ resolution appropriating 
$200 to defray the expenses of a committee 
to Pittsburg to secure the encampment of 
the Grand Army in 189. The same resolu- 
tion called for the appointment of a special 
committee to visit Pittsburg and secure the 
encampment. The resolution was adopted. 

Some weeks ago Atlanta abandoned all 
hopes of securing the Grand Army encamp- 
ment in °%, because it was generolly con- 
ceded that it would go to Louisville in '95. 

At the last meeting of the Grand Army 
post in Atlanta, about a week ago, a reso- 
lution was adopted asking Mayor Goodwin 
to appoint a committee te go to Pittsburg 
with the O. M. Mitchel post, the object 
being to secure the encampment for Leuis- 
ville in '95 with a view of bringing it to 
Atlanta in °%. The commpnication was 
sent to Mayor Goodwin and he sent a copy 
of it to Mr. Charles Harmon, chairman of 
the special committee appointed when the 
resolution by Mr, Harman was first intro- 
duced. 

On the 8th of the present month Mr. Dim- 
mock drew from the city treasury $100 of 
the $200 originally appropriated, and with it 
he and Captain Hendrix have gone to 
Pittsburg. 

The paper on which it was drawn shows 
that Comptroller Goldsmith was instructed 
to issue to Mr. Dimmock $100 of the money 
to be used by him and Captain Hendrix in 
visiting Pittsburg, in accordance with the 
resolution of Mr. Harman adojted in Jan- 
uary last. The voucher was signed on 
the same day by Mr. H. C. Stockdell, the 
chairman of the finance committee, ond the 
money is now being spent by the two 
gentlemen in Pittsburg. _ 

And in Atlanta it is raising a good deal 
of talk. 

There are some of the citizens of Atlanta, 
and some of the officials, too, who are 
anxious to know just how that money could 
have been drawn from the city treasury. 

“The truth is,” said Mr. Howell, a mem- 
ber of the aldermanic boord, “I don’t under- 
stand it. That money was voted under the 
resolution of Mr. Harmon in last January 
to be used by a special committee to be 
named by the mayor to go to Pittsburg to 
secure the coming encampment of the 
Grand Army for Atlanta. As I understand 
it, the terms of the resolution were not at 
the time complied with. The $200 was not 
drawn, and then the gentlemen who have 
gone have not gone to secure the encamp- 
ment for Atlanta, for, as I understand it, 
that has been abandoned for the year '9é., 
In fact, one of them does not even belong 
to the council, and I can see no reason why 
the taxpayers of Atlanta should be paying 
the junketing expenses of a couple of 
citizens over the country. The truth is, 
there are some chancs that some good 
citizens may ask the council to pay that 
money back, as there is a charter inhibi- 
tion on such matters.’’ 

Just how the two gentlemen hapepned to 
take the trip is not known, as Mayor 
Goodwin is out of the city.

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WILY JONES ATTEMPTS SUICIDE. 


He Was Despondent and Decided That 
Life Was Too Dismal. 

There seems to be no limit to the suicidal 
wave, 

Last night, at 8 o’clock, Wiley Jones, a 
young man eighteen years old, employed 
recently at the parcel room of the carshed, 
made a determined effort to end his exist- 
ence bysswallowing the contents of a two- 
ounee bottle of laudanum. 

For a while all hopes of his recovery 
were despaired of, and only the timely ar- 
rival and strenuous work of Dr. ‘Warren 
revived the young man from his stupor. 
The cause of his attempt ts attributed to 
his failure to secure work. 

Since last January, Jones has been in 
the employ of Mr. J. C. Porter at the 
carshed.

Monday, Jones lost his position, and has 
since been very despondent. Several times 
he was heard to threaten his life. Yester- 
day he purchased, at Tyner’s drug store, a 
two-ounce bottle of laudanum. He was a 
the carshed at 6 o’clock, laughing and talk- 
ing pleasantly with some friends. 

Before he left he took a tablespoonful of 
laudanum from a small bottle which he had 
concealed the day before in a small room 
at the carshed. It was taking effect as he 
arrived at his home on Glenn street, and, 
more determined than ever, he opened the 
other bottle, poured the contents down his 
throat and went into his room to die. 

A few minutes later he was found lying 
on his face stretched out on the! floor. 

Antidotes were given, and in half an hour 
the young man was again restored to con- 
eciousness. 

Jones’s only statement was that he had 
not succeeded in ‘business as well as he 
wished to, and wanted to die. 

He was entirely out of danger last night 
at 12 o’clock, and will recover.

PLANS FOR IMMEDIATE IMPROVEMENTS. 


The Rooms Will Herea'ter Be Open Till 
Midnight—Getting Ready for the 
Great Exposition of ’95. 


The Commercial Club will in the near 
future take on new features, and make en- 
largements and improvements which have 
lkcng been needful, and which will be of 
great importance to the membership for 
the next two years by reason of the ap- 
preach of the exposition. 

At the meeting held last night in the 
spacious apartments of the club, it was 
found that the members are all enthused 
with life and energy for the schemes that 
have been proposed by the governing com- 
mittee looking to the promotion of the 
best interests of the club. . 

The general nature of those plans is to 
make the Commercial more strictly a club 
than it has been. It is pretty generally 
the belief among the members of the or- 
ganization, as indicated by the expressions 
of opinions by those present last night, 
that the club has been run in a way that 
was calculated not to give*all the advan- 
tages such organizations are intended to 
give, and it is the unanimous wish of the 
members to make the clubrooms more at- 
tractive than they have ever been before. 

Mr. Forrest Adair seemed to hit the nail 
on the head at last night’s meeting, when 
he said that the club had been run in the 
past stripped of all club features. He 
argued that the amusements, the pleasures, 
the comforts and the thousand and one 
little nothings that go to make club life 
delightful for those who have no homes 
of their own, have been too much neg- 
lected in the management of the club in 
the past, and every member present seem- 
ed to think exactly the same thing. 

In this way it was determined, upon mo- 
tion of Mr, Stewart Woodson, that a com- 
mittee of five shall be appointed without 
delay to frame plans, to be reported at a 
later meeting, for the enlargement of the 


facilities of the club and the improvement 


of its appointments, making it all the more 
attractive. 

This committee will be appointed by Vice 
President Harry Stockdell at once, and will 
get to work on the report to be made in 
the near future. 

In.the absence of the president of the

but by the time President Bullock returns 


it is the intention of the promoters of the 
scheme to have a report ready to be sub- 
mitted to a meeting of the full member- 
ship of the organization, whereby the im- 
provements will be easily achieved. 

Mr. Stockdell Explains. 

“You see,” said Vice President Stockdell 
last night, in calling the meeting to order 
‘‘we must get the club in splendid shape 
for we will find it far more useful for the 
next twelve months than ever before, on 
account of the expositiot:. 

“It must be decided by the members just 
what improvements are necessary, and 
what we should do; but I take it that 


every member here will agree with me that 


so useful an organization as the Commer- 
cial Club must be put on its loftiest possi- 
ble plane in time for the exposition. It is 
for you to decide whether we will Tet the 
exposition come on and find us here on 
the same level we now are—find us without 
a complete club down town. When 1 say 
a complete club, I mean a club that has 
all the club features, a club that is open 
at night to allow its members full enjoy- 
ment of the long winter evenings that 
are coming.” 

Mr. Stockdell went further to explain that 
the club had been closed at night. for 
several months past by the house commit- 
tee, owing to the great expense, and asked 
if it was the sense of the members that 
it ought to be kept open at such expense. 
or whether for the sake of economy it 
ought to be closed at njght. 

He said these matters were before the 
meeting for consideration, and stated tnat 
it was for the purpose of having the ques- 
tion of improvement settled definitely, one 
way or the other, that he had taken upon 
himself, in the absence of the president, 
the responsibility of calling the meeting. 

He asked for an expression of opinion 
from the prominent members present on 
this line. He wanted to arrive at the 
sense of the meeting as to the policy of 
making the improvements outlined. 

A Lively Discuasion. 

The remarks of Vice President Stockdell § 
called forth a lively and interesting dis- 
cussion.

A melodrama with the usual love story, 
a lot of thrilling situations, and a number 
of special features to lend added interest 
to the main story—the whole presented with 
an attractive southern sgetting—that is 
“Down in Dixie.” , 

There are many people in every comm 
nity who place melodrama at the head of 
the list of theatrical attractions, and despite 
the bad weather there was a good propor- 
tion of these at the Grand last night. The 
down-stair portion of the house was rather 
light, but in the balcony and gallery it was 
almost a case of the capacity of ithe house. 
The volume of the audience was up there 
and from there came the volume of the 
applause, which was at times ver; great. 

In some respects, “Down in Dixie” may 
be called a conventional melodrama, but it 
bears the unusual excellence of plot action 
without the motif referring to a stolen will 
or to the villain’s unrelenting pursuit of the 
hero. The story is not unfamiliar, but it 
has never before been presented in just this 
way. Mrs. Curtis comes south leaving a 
worthless husband behind. Yellow . fever 
breaks out and she is called to nurse Judge 
Calhoun. Believing her husband to be dead 
she marries the judge, only to learn a yeas 
later that she has committed something 
very much akin to bigamy. The news 
comes through a brother of her first hus- 
band—a reformed gambler, I believe—who 
immediately demands $5,000 as the price of 
his silence. Fearing this scheme of black- 
mail may fail, he and the overseer hatch a 
series of plots which might be said to be of 
the diabolical order. But, of course, they 
fail through the courage and heroism of 
the cracker girl who is the heroine; the 
wronged wife is righted, and the hero who 
comes in for a good share of the interest, 
is united to the heroine and all is happy as 
it should be in a well constructeq melo- 
drama. ) 

The story is coherent and the author has 
furnished his people with some good lines. 
The cracker girl is very much like her 
western sister in the earlier plays of this 
class; the hero is a big handsome “ellow in 
top boots, and the villians are just as vil- 
lainous as the demands of the play require. 
Being placed in the south, an old southern 
gentleman and a squire with the idea that 
the ‘‘moon shone brighter befo’ the war’ are 
introduced. This latter character is espe- 
cially well drawn. 


The play could be criticised by 
those who expect a dramatist 
to stick entirely to the proba- 


bilities, but fortunately the well regulated 
dramatist has no such handicap.

The first act shows some typical cabins 
on a cotton plantation at twilight.

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TRIED TO SUICIDE. 


Unable to Pay His. Fines Brown Became 
— Desperate 


TOOK MORPHINE ENOUGH NOT TO KILL, 


It Made Him Very, Very Sick for Several 
Hours—An Appeal Made to Judge 
W estmoreland Yesterday. 


Rather than don a suit of felon’s stripes, 
William Brown, convicted of gaming and 
fined accordingly, took a dose of morphine 
with suicidal intent. 

While Brown had announced his intention 
of not going to the chaingang and had said 
that he would die first, it was never for a 
moment supposed that he would make the 
attempt after certain news was imparted 
to him today. A week ago this effort on 
the part of Brown to do away with himself 
was anticipated. : 

Yesterday morning Brown's attorney 
went before Judge Westmoreland for the 
last appeal. The outcome was unfavorable 
to Brown, as Judge Westmoreland has al- 
ways been very decided in his views of 
gaming. Brown’s attorney stated to the 
judge that the larger fine could be paid— 
the $500 fine—but that it would not be dis- 
solved until certain arrangements could 
be made. These arrangements were the 
concession of more time to Brown in the 
payment of the smaller fine, and the time 
desired was sixty days. 

Judge Westmoreland stated that even if 
he were disposed to grant an extension of 
time he was unable to do so, as the mat- 
ter had passed beyond his control when 
the August term of the court expired. 

At ll o’clock Brown’s attorney called upon 
him and informed him that he had done all 
in his power to raise the entire amount to 
pay both fines, but that it had proved 
fruitless, and that nothing was left but 
for him to go to the chaingang. He told 
Brown. of certain matters which would 
have a great bearing on his case and Brown 
seemed to be in better spirit. It was after 
12 o’clock when the attorney left his client 
and in his mind there was no thought of 
the deed Brown was about to commit. 

As Predicted by The Constitution. 

But Brown had determined not to go to 
the chaingang, as stated in yesterday’s 
Constitution. It was the chaingang that 
he wanted to avoid—the wearing of stripes. 
He knew that an order had already been 
secured for his removal to the chaingang, 
and despite the encouraging words of his 
faithful attorney decided to let his determi- 
nation hold good. 

In some way he had secured sufficient 
morphine to kill a couple of men. He took 
only a portion of it, however, and in a few 
minutes became a very sick man. He had 
taken just enough to put his life in serious 
danger. 

When the pain became so great that he 
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could bear i no longer, Brown went to 
Jailer Mardis, and placing his hands on the 
jailer’s arm, said: . 

“Old fellow, goodby.” 

“What's the matter, Brown?’ the jailer 
asked in surprised tenes, looking at his 
prigoner’s pale face, twitching lips and 
trembling hands. 

“I’ve taken morphine,” said Brown. 

He looked all he said and Jailer Mardis 
called for Mr. Lambert, his assistant, and 
they led Brown to his room, where he be- 
came unconscious in a few minutes. Both 
Dr. Gilbert, the county physician, and Dr. 
Davis were called andina short while they 
arrived and at once set to work relieving 
the would-be suicide. 

In the meantime the big stockade wagon 
rolled up and with it was the necessary 
papers for Brown's removal to the chain- 
gang. The officers were informed of his 
condition and were very much surprised. 

He Was Soon Much Better. 

It was not long before Brown was much 
better and he gradually drew out of his 
stupor and finally some one in the room 
asked him why he had tried to kill himself. 
He said it was nobody’s business. 

It was 1 o’clock when Brown informed 
the jailer of what he had done and a few 
minutes before 3 o’clock he was declared out 
of all danger. 

‘At 2 o’clock this morning he was resting 
easily and it is possible that this afternoon 
he may be taken to the.county camps and 
started to work on Friday morning. 

Had a Statement Prepared. 

That Brown did contemplate suicide when 
he said that he was determined not to go 
to the chaingang is corroborated by high 
authority. It has déveloped that Brown had 
prepared a statement of his troubles and as 
to why he committed suicide, having writ- 
ten the statement as an ante-mortem de- 
claration which he wanted the newspapers 
to print. This would have been secured for 
the press had not a friend of his disposed of 


it in an effectual manner.

THE COALERS LOOM INTO PROMINENCE. 


Cotton Was Exceedingly Dull, but There 
Was No Weakness—In Chicago W heat 
, Closed Unchanged—Corn Wervous. 


‘ NEW YORK, September 12.—Operations 
at the stock exchange continue of a per 
sonal character, outside orders being few 
and far between. At the opening the local 
traders were bearishly inclined, and prices 
were depressed anywhere from %& to 1 per 
gent. Sugar and the Grangers led. Cordage 
common, however, dropped 1% to 1b on an 
pnfounded rumor that the company pro- 
posed to issue $5,000,000 new stock. The 
bears were not disposed to press their ad- 
wantage, as the leading corporations are 
declaring their usual dividends, and rail- 
way earnings for the first week of the cur- 
rent month are keeping up very well, in- 
deed. The anthracite coalers loomed into 
prominence in the afternoon on rumors of 
a new iron-clad scheme. Lackawanaa 
jumped 2% to 171%, Delaware and Hudson 
1% to 136%, Susquehanna preferred 2% to 
Tie, Reading 156 to 22% and Jersey Central 
% to 115%. The spurt in these stocks had a 
good effect on the general list, and an ad- 
vance of 4@% per cent followed, Manhat- 
tan, the Grangers, Southern Railway pre- 
ferred, Richmond Terminal, Louisville and 
Nashville and Missouri Pacific being most 
prominent. American Sugar came in for a 
good deal of attention on acccunt of street 
stories that there had been considerable dis- 
cussion at she board meeting yesterday re- 
garding the advisability of declaring a 3 
per cent dividend on the common at the 
present time. The stcck first declined 1% 
to 108% and then rose to 105%, a room 
grader having bought over 6,000 shares on 
the way up. The buying led to a report 
that a new bull pool had been formed in 
the stock.

From The New York Indicator. 

There was plenty of guessing on the crop 
report Monday, and Chicago kindly tele- 
graphed some heart-breaking estimates on 
the corn crop, one report putting the proba- 
ble yield as jlow as 1,200,000,000 bushels. That. 
made it as Small as the crop of 1881. 

In spite of the small yield in that year, 
however, Chicago, Burlington and Quincy 
fold at 139 in December, 1881, St. Paul at 
108, Northwestern at 130, and Rock Island at 
135. Compare those figures with the prices 
which ruled yesterday, and judge whether 
it is wise to sell the Grangers on a short 
crop of corn. 

The stock market showed considerable life 
yesterday, and with increased activity re- 
newed strength. The market acts very 
much like a bull market just ready to slip 
anchor. It hasn't cut loose yet, but may do 
it any day. 

Bull talk is heard in every direction. Even 
Chauncey Depew, who went west a few 
years ago and let loose the most pessimistic 
talk ever heard, has now come out an opti- 
mist of the deepest dye, 

Away off in Hamburg, Mr. Depew declared 
that he saw evidences of returning prosper- 
ity in the United States, and in less than 
two years, he says, the panic of 1893 will be 
for gotten. 

Evidences of increasing faith tn Ameri- 
cans are showing themselves abroad, and 
the London market may take the lead of 
our own in advancing the prices of our se- 
curities if we are not wide awake.

Stevens & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 

NEW YORK, September 12.—The open- 
ing this morning was a surprise to every- 
body. Instead of declitiing, as it threatened 
to do last night, it aavanced 4 peints. Liv- 
erpool, instead of receding in response to the 
decline here yesterday, only lowered its 
quotations barely % a point, and to the sur- 
prise of everybody, sold 15,000 bales of spots 
and added 3,000 bales to the sales of yester- 
day, making 30,000 in two days. That un- 
questicnably was a big surprise. Another 
surprise-was the fact that the New Orleans 
firm which was expected to issue a bearish 
crop statement, today did not issue any 
statement whatever, though the country was 
flooded with: rumors that it would do so. 
New Orleans was slightly higher. The spot 
sales were largest at New York, Savannah 
and Augusta. The weather news from 
points in Louisiana, Texas, Arkansas, Ala- 
bama and Georgia was not altogether favor- 
able. The rainfall in parts of Texas and 
Louisiana, in particular, was heavy, and 
many points report a lower temperature. 
The signal service predicted cooler weather 
in the Atlantic states. The exports from 
the South -were 10,858 bales, showing that 
they are increasing slightly. On the other 
hand the speculation here was small, sales 
being only 43,000 baTtes. Spot cottoén was 1-l6c 
lower at Mobile, Memphis and St. Louis, 
and Y%ce at Norfolk.

Hubbard, Price & Co.’s Cotton Letter. 


NEW YORK, Septmbeer 12.—Summary of 
Hubbard Price Co.’s cotton letter: The 
requirements. of cotton in Manchester are 
apparently not sufficiently supplied by the 
exports from this side of the water of the 
new crop, which have been light.

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OHIEF JOYNER IS THOROUGHLY PLEASED. 


More Than 2,600 People YVitneused the 
*  _ Beautiiul Display—The Board of 
Firemasters Present. 


Cap Joyner’s new fire engine put the 
rainmakers to shame when put to the test 
yesterday. 

It made a great show for four or five 
thousand people, who watched it play with 
wonder and fascination. The test was im- 
mensely successful, and when it was fin- 
ished Cap Joyner and his followers were in 


high glee. 

The engine is a beauty, It shines and glis- 
tens like a thing made for ornameltal pur- 
poses, rather than to fight fire with. It is 
the largest and prettiest engine that has 
ever been brought south, and its exactly 
like the engines used in New York. 

At 3 o'clock the glistening engine was 
carried to the junction of Peachtree and 
Marietta streets and drawn up just where 
the artesian well once was. The horses 
were taken out and preparations were im- 
mediately begun to start the test. The 
crowd on the sidewalks quickly saw what 
was up and gathered in knots along the 
sidewalks and around the corner. 

The crowd kept gathering until ‘between 
two thousand and twenty-five hundred peo- 
ple were crowded upon the sidewalks on 
Marietta street, between Broad and Peach- 
tree. All the windows around were filled 
with people. ‘ 

Besides a full delegation of firémen from 
No. 1, there were present Cap Joyner, Mr. 
Asa LaFrance, one of the makers of the 
engine, Mr. T. L. Pitcher and Mr. George 
Willis, of Boston, all of whom are connect- 
ed with the LaFrance engine works. 

Mr. Asa LaFrance was the engineer in 
charge of the pretty machine, and a little 
after 3 o'clock he began firing up. In five and 
a half minutes he had one hundred pounds 
of steam on. Two lines of hose were run 
out from the side of the engine and joined 
a few feet from the point of connection, 
forming a single line. 

The nozzle. was carried about thirty feet 
away and placed in charge of four trusted 
hosemen, who managed it quite skillfully. 
The crowd waited with great interest while 
the preliminary preparations were going On. 

Suddenly the engine was started and a 
gatream about twenty feet in length shot out 
in front. The crowd gave a yell and the 
firemen gave a tug at the tightening hose. 

Gradually the stream grew stronger, and 
slowly but surely it crept further and fur- 
ther up Marietta street. Higher and high- 
er, stronger and stronger, faster and fast- 
er the stream shot out and upward. It 
curved gracefully away from. the nozzle, 
soared into the air in a circular line, re- 
sembling a swiftly moving string of cotton, 
and dashed to the ground in a rain of spray. 

The intensity of it may be imagined 
when it is known that the hose discharged 
one thousand gallons of water per minute 
and did it with a force that was fearful. 
The wide street was literally saturated with 
water, and to the onlooker it loédKed ex- 
actly as if a heavy rain was falling. Now 
and then an unfortunate street car would 
venture under the deluge only to be com- 
pletely drenched by the powerful fall. 

It was a novel sight and attracted hun- 
dreds and hundreds of spectaiors. Hun- 
dreds of smail boys went wild with delight 
as they watched it, and rushed out to play 
about in the torrent. When the nozzle was 
pointed to the sky the stream shot high 
into the air, nearly fifty feet higher than 
the Kimball house, seemingly. The water 
was sent out with great force, and came 
back to the pavement like a cloudburst. 

The nozzle was operated from just in front 
of Goode’s real estate office, and pointed 
up Marietta street. ‘It sent a stream in 
front of Miller’s book store. 

The board of firemasters were with Chief 
Joyner while the trial was in progress and 
were immensely pleased at the work done. 
Cap Joyner was perhaps the most pleased 
man present. It did his heart good to see 
the strong and effective manner in which 
the new machine worked. 

The new machine is described as possess- 
ing many advantages over the ordinary 
engine. It is far bigger than any machine 
ever used in Atlanta, and is the most ef- 
fective ever used in putting out fires,

rhe Wile Rode in, a Comfortable Seat 
While the Husband, Beating His Way, 


WAS HURLED FROM THE TOP.OF THE CAR 


Pitiful Story of the Woman as Told by the 
Train Conductor—Had Only Brough 
Money to Pay Her Fare. 


It is something out of the every day path 
of sensations to hear of a husband being 
seriously if not fatally injured while steal- 
ing a ride on the top of a passenger ¢rain 
and his wife riding in the comfortable coach 


beneath him at the time. 
And yet such is the story that comes from 


Dalton. 

Captain L. M. Turner, a conductor on the 
Western and Atlantic, says he had just 
left Chattanooga on train No. 3 Tuesday 
night when he entered the ladies’ coach 
and began to take up tickets. He noticed 
a man and a woman sitting on the first two 
seats of the car as he entered. The man 
was on the seat in. front and gave him a 
ticket to Boyce, whieh is the first station 
out of Chattanooga. He then approached 
the woman, who handed him a ticket to 
Atlanta, the same having been a through 
ticket from Nashville to Atlanta. The man 
and woman were engaged in conversation 
when he entered the car. He passd on and 
was busy for the next few minutes gather- 
ing up the tickets of the other passengers. 

The train left Chattanooga at 2:30 o'clock 
a.m. and was due to arrive in Atlanta at 7 
o'clock. It is the vestibuled night train 
on the Western and Atlantic. 

Captain Turner said he chanced to look 
around after advancing two or three steps 
in the car and saw the man, who had at- 
tracted his attention, leave the woman and 
go to the degr of the car. He paid but 
little attention to this and went on with 
the work of collecting tickets. 

Presently he theard a dull thud on the 
top of the car and he knew at once that 
something was going on that wasn't 
smooth. 

He said to the fagman. ‘‘Somebody has 
thrown a rock on top of the cars while we 
passed under the East Tennessee bridge.’’ 
But when they went along without hearing 
further of the happening, it was thought 
to have been-some minor incident and the 
conductor’s fears of trouble were aban- 
doned. 

It still was on his mind, however, to make 
investigation of the affair, and when he 
reached Dalton, about thirty miles below 
the bridge over which the East Tennessee 
crosses the Western and Atlantic, he made 
a thorough search of the tops of the cars 
and found, to his horror, the body of the 
man he had noticed in the seat near the 
woman in the car below. He got the man 
down and found that he was unconscious. 
Captain Turner thought he was dead at 
first, for ‘his thead was frightfully torn, 
having been hit by the low brow of the 
bridge as the train went under. 

He left the motionless body in charge of 
physicians at Dalton and brought his train 
on towards Atlanta. At Calhoun he re- 
ceived a telegram from the Dalton agent 
saying the man’s name was W. R. Hughey, 


he ‘having been brought to consciousness by 


the attending physicians. 

Captain Turner suspected that the wo- 
man who was sitting near the door was 
Hughey’s wife, so he went to her and 
asked her name. She gave another name 
than Hughey. The conductor felt that there 
was something wrong and said to the wo- 
man: 

“No, madame, you must pardon me, that 
is not your name.”’ 

There was a silence and the woman 
turned pale as the conductor said: ‘Isn't 
your name Hughey? The reason I ask is 
that I saw you with Mr. Hughey on this 
train when we left Chattanooga and I 
wanted to tell you that he has been very 
seriously injured and left in Dalton.”’ 

“My God, is my husband the man that 
was hurt?’ screamed the woman frantical- 
ly and burat into tears. 

The Poor Woman's Story. 

“It was then,’’ said Captain Turner, talk- 
ing the matter over last night before going 
out on his run, ‘“‘that the woman told me 
her pitiful story. 

‘She said they had started out from 
Nashville and that they only had money 
enough to pay her way through to Atlanta 
and pay his as far as Chattanooga. He 
determined either to beat his way from 
Chattanooga or else walk the distance. He 
had concluded to get aboard the train and 
with the fare to Boyce, or a ticket to that 
point out of Chattanooga, to pass the con- 
ductor for a minute or two—long enough 
to get out of the city of Chattanooga and 
then go on top of the train‘and ride to 
Atlanta. 

“The man ‘had not been on top of the 
car ten minutes before we went dashing 
under the bridge of the East Tennessee 
road, which crosses our track between 
Chattanooga and Boyce. Against the low 
arch of the bridge his head struck full and 
he fell almost dead. When we found him 
there at Dalton he had fallen down upon 
the doors of the vestibuled cars and. was 
lying in the.sink right above the joint of 
the two cars. 

“IT never was so sorry for a poor woman 
in my life. She said her husband had been 
given a position here in Atlanta and that 
he was on his way here to take up the 
work. He was a loom mender. She came 
on to Atlanta and put up her baggage 
checks at the ticket office, raising enough 
money to get her husband here from Dal- 
ton and putting him under médical treat- 
ment. He was brought down from Daiton 
in an unconscious condition on train No. 5, 
which arrived in Atlanta today at 12:55 
o’clock. I ‘hope the man will live, but he 
is certainly pretty badly bruised up and was 
in a bad condition when I saw him last.”
